[ROADS LINE UP 
TO DEMAND AID 
FROM CONGRESS 


Oppose McAdoo Plan, 
Also “ Dumping” of 
Lines on Owners. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—-[Spe- 
cial.}—The railroads are lining up for 
a last ditch fight over the disposition 
of America’s transportation systems, 


i} which begins in congress next Thurs- 


day. 

A program setting forth the position 
of the railroads is being drawn up 
for presentation to the senate inter- 


state commerce committee, which is) 


to begin hearings next week on Di- 
rector General McAdoo’s proposal to 
extend the period of@government con- 
trol for five years or restore the roads 
at once to their owners. 

Outline of Prograin. 

The framing of this program is so 
near completion that Tue TrisvUNne;is 
able to set forth its general outlines as 
follows: 

The status of the railroads should be 
determined dgfinitely within the period 
fixed by congress for their return, that 
is, twenty-one months after the procla- 
mation of peace. 

The present owners stand unalter- 
ably opposed to the return of their 
property on-the pre-war basis. 


Wage Increase Problem. 


Provision must be made to enable tne 
railroads to meet the estimated in- 
crease of $300,000,000 in wages granted 
by the federal railroad administration 
since the roads were taken over. 

There must be comprehensive legis- 
lation to -prevent the collapse of the 
rate structure throughout the coun- 
try. 

Congress must devise a way to en- 
able the railroads to expand and im- 
prove at an annual expenditure estt- 
mated as high as $1,000,000,000 for the 
next five years. 

Oppose Five Year Delay. 

The association of railway executives 
will take the position that there is 
no necessity for rushing the railroad 
problem to a solution within the next 
two months, but there is equally no 
reason why the question should there- 
fore be left unsettled for five years, ag 
urged by Mr. McAdoo. 

Congress foresaw the present situa- 
tion, the association will contend, when 
{it wrote into the railroad law the pro- 
vision continuing the period of gov- 
ernment eontrol until twenty-one 
months after the proclamation of peace. 
The proclamation of peace is still a 
long way off. It may be two and a half 
or three years before the twenty-one 
month period could elapse after the 
proclamation of peace.

“GO TO HELL” IS 
HOOVER REPLY TO 


ENEMY FOOD PLEA 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 27,— 

Food Administrator Hoover, 

in Europe arranging relief for 

the peoples of the war devas- 
tated territories, has refused in em- 
phatic terms to discuss German food 
conditions with Baron von der Lanck- 
en and Dr. Rieth, who sought a meet- 
ing with the food administrator, 

A message from Paris today said 
these two German officials, who were 
prominent in the German administra- 
tion of Belgium, wired from Berlin to 
Walter Ryman Brown, director of the 
commission for relief in Belgium at 
Rotterdam, that they had been ap- 
pointed by the German government to 
negotiate with Mr. Hoover for food 
supplies and that they desired Mr. 
Hoover to advise them when and 
where he would meet them. | 

In answer to the request for a con- 
ference Mr. Hoover sent this message: 

“You can describe two and a half 
years of arrogance toward ourselves 
and cruelty to the Belgians in any 
language you may select, and tell the 
pair personally to go to hell, with my 
compliments. If I do have to deal 
with Germans it will not be with that 
pair.” 

It was to Baron von der Lancken, 
then civil governor of Brussels, that 
Brand Whitlock, American minister to 
Belgium, appealed to intercede for 
Miss Edith Cavell, the English nurse 
who was executed by the Germans. 
Baron von der Lancken also refused 
the request of President Fallier of the 
Belgian school for nurses that Miss 
Cavell’s body be delivered to them.

MORE TROOPS TO RUSSIA |

PARIS, Dec. 27.—No European gov- 
ernment at the present moment cares » 
to risk arousing the opposition of its 
people to sending large bodies. of 
troops to Russia for a winter cam- 
paign. However, an intervention en- 
terprise on a smaller scale has been 
determjned upon. A strong allied ex- 
pedition is about to reinforce the ex- 


pedition already in Southern Russia, 
and they will take the place of the 


German troops evacuating the Ukgjne. 


THREATENED BY REDS. 

WARSAW, Dec. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The Polish government 
has issued an ultimatum to Germany 
demanding the right of passage by 
Polish troops over German held rail- 
ways to Vilna, which city is threat- 
ened by the Bolsheviki. 

Owing to the difficulties of com- 
municating with Berlin, the Germans 
asked an extension of the time in 
which an answer to the ultimatum 


was requtred. 

“Whe Poles also demand the linking, 
up of the Polish and Lithuanian rail- 
ways southwest of Bialystok for a 
distance of twelve kilometers. 

If the Berlin answer is unfavorable 
the Poles are expected to use all their 
forces to prevent the fall of Vilna to 
the Bolsheviki. They have requested 
the aid of the French commander at 
Budapest, urging a joint expedition. 


Poles Want Arms. 


Polish and Russian officers say that 
if the Polish forces were given arms, 
airplanes, and ammunition they would 
soon constitute a more or less strong 
barrier against the Bolsheviki, who are 
advancing across the old German front 
of Narva-Pskov-Vitebsk-Mohilev-Pinsk. 
Kovel, which has been evacuated by 
the German army of Gen. Hoffman. 

Bolsheviki rule in Russia is described 

by the officers as more dreadful than 
that of the old empire and it is also 
more corrupt. Prisoners are tortured, 
their legs and arms broken, and some- 
times their tongues are cut out. 
The refugees say that the govern- 
ment has started a propaganda against 
religion. Ikons are being taxed and 
school children are forced to attend 
courses in atheism. 

Forces commanded by Petlura, the 
Ukrainian leader, drove Gen. Skoropad- 
ski from Kiev on Sunday, Dec. 15. Pet- 
lura himself entered the city last 
Thursday. 

It is stated that the defeat of Gen. 
Skoropadski may be attributed to the 
fact that two months ago, under allied 
advice, he proclaimed Ukraine a part 
of Russia, whereas the peasants want | 
that country to be independent. 

Capture Bolshevik Destroyers. 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The British war- 
ship Calypso has captured two Bolshe- 
vik destroyers in the eastern Baltic, 
according to an official report from 
the admiralty today. One of the de 
stroyers was engaged in bombarding 
lighthouses in the vicinity of Reval. 
The allied governments since Christ- 
mas have again been approached by 
the Bolshevik government of Russia 
regarding terms of peace. The pro- 
posals have met wit: no response, as 
they emanate from a government 
which is not recognized by the allies.

Ancient Rites Held 


Amid Splendor of 
Buckingham. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

LONDON, Dee. 27.—No more regal 
setting ever had been arranged in 
Buckingham palace than that which 
greeted President Wilson and Mrs. 
Wilson when they -were escorted into 
the banquet hall tonight for the prece- 
dent-breaking state dinner. 

Every royal formality which had 
attended occasions at the palace for 
two or three hundred years was car- 
ried out. 

President Wilson, with Queen Mary, 
led the procession into the dining hall, 
preceded by officials of the palace, 
bearing wands and walking backwards 
and making obeisance to the guests. 

Immediately behind the president 
and the queen came King George and 
Mrs. Wilson. 


Twelve at Head of Table. 

At the head of the table twelve per- 
sons were seated, with King, George 
in the middle. President Wilson sat 
at the king’s right and Mrs. Wilson 
on his left. To the right of Presi- 
dent Wilson was Queen Mary and 
then the Fren@h ambassador, Princess 
Christian, the Spanish ambassador, 
and the daughter of the Duke of Con- 
naught, Princess Patricia, whose en- 
gagement to marry was announced to- 
night. 

At Mrs. Wilson's left sat Princess 
Mary, the Italian ambassador, Prin- 
cess Reatrice, and the Japanese am- 
bassador, in the order named. The 
American ambassador, John W. Davis, 
had the first place at a side rectangu- 
lar table on President Wilson's right. 

Prior to the dinner President and 
Mrs. Wilson were escorted from their 
apartments to the great white draw- 
ing room, where the royal family had 
gathered with their other guests. 
These guests were presented to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Wilson and the dinner 
party proceded to the dining hall. 


Huge Selection of Plate. 

The scene was one of splendor. In 
the dining salon was a great collection 
of solid gold plate and huge gold orna- 
ments valued at $15,000,000. These 
had been brought froni the vaults for 


‘the occasion. One of three buffets con- 


tained pieces of plate too large or 
otherwise too cumbersome for use. 
These included one piece of great size 
taken from the wreck of the Spanish 
armada. 

In color the gold laden table blended 
with the decorations in the hall, which 
are white and gold, with crimson car- 
pet and upholstering to match. The 
crimson effect was further carried out 
by the exclusive use of poinsettias as 
floral decorations. 


Approach by Long Hallway. 

The banquet hall, which is 200 feet 
long by 75 feet wide, was approached 
by the guests through a state hallway 
approximately a block long, decorated 
with paintings and porcelain.

‘FREE PEOPLES 
OF WORLD JOINED 
TO GAIN JUSTICE” 


ONDON, Dec. 27.—President 
Wilson, speaking at the state 
banquet at Buckingham palace, 
in reply to King George's ad- 
dress tonight, said: 

“I am'deeply complimented by the 
gracious words which you have ut- 
tered. The welcome which you have 
given me and Mrs. Wilson has been 
sO warm, so natural, so evidently 
from the heart, that we have been 
more than pleased, | 
“We have been touched by it, and I 


’ believe that I correctly interpret that 


welcome as embodying not only your 
own generous spirit toward us per- 
| Sonally but also as expressing for your- 
self and the great nation over which 
you preside that same feeling for my 
people, for the people of the United 
States. 


Spirit of Two Nations. 


“For you and I, sir—I temporarily 
—embody the spirit of two great na- 
tions, and whatever strength I have 
, and whatever authority I possess it 
only so long and so far as I express 
the spirit and purpose of the Ameri- 
can people. 

“ Every influence that the American 
people have over the affdirs of the 
| world is measured by their sympathy 
with the aspirations of free men every- 
where. 
| “America does love freedom, and 1 
believe that she loves freedom unself- 
| ishly. But if she does not, she will 
/not and cannot help the influence to 

which she justly aspires. 
| “I have had the privilege, sir, of 
'conferring with the leaders ef your 
own government and with the spokes- 
| men of the governments of France and 
| of Italy, and I am glad to say that I 
‘have the same conceptions that they 
have of the significancé and scope of 
the duty on which we have met. 
Understand “ Right and Justice.” | 

“We have used great words; all of 
us have used the great words ‘right’ 
and ‘ justice,’ and now we are to prove 
whether or not we understand these 
words and how they are to be applied 
to the particular settlements which 
must conclude this war. 

“And we must not only understand 
them but we must have the courage 
to act upon our understanding. 

“Yet after I have uttered the word 
‘courage’ it comes -into my mind that 
it would take more courage to resist 
the great moral tide now running in 
the world than to yield to it, than to 
obey it. | 

“There is a great tide running in 
the hearts of men. The hearts of men 
have never beaten so singularly in unl- 
son before. | 


Conscious of Brotherhood. 


“Men have never before been s0 
conscious of their brotherhood. Men 
have never before realized how little 
difference there was between right and 
justice in one latitude and in another, 
under one sovereignty and under an- 
other. 

“ And it will be our high privilege, I 
believe, sir, not only to apply the moral 
judgment of the world to the particular 
settlements which we shall attempt, 
but also to organize the moral force 
of the world to preserve those settle- 
ments, to steady the forces of mankind, 
and to make the right and the justice 
to which great nations like our own 
have devoted themselves, the predomi- 
nant and controlling force of the 
world. 


Important Above All Else. 


“There is something inspiring in 
knowing that this is the errand that 
we have come on. Nothing less than 
this would have justified me in leaving 
the important tasks which fall upon 
me upon the other side of the sea— 
|nothing but the consciousness that 
nothing else compares with this in dig- 
nity and importance. 

“ Therefore, it is the more delightful 
to find myself in the company of a 
body of men united ‘ . ideal and pur- 
pose and to feel that I am privileged 
to unite my thoughts with yours in 
carrying forward these standards 
which we are so proud to hold so high 
and to defend.

Still Hold Vorwaerts Office. 


The Spartacus faction was still in 
control late this afternoon of the offices 
of the Socialist newspaper Vorwaerts, 
which were forcibly taken, possession 
of by members of the group on Wednes- 
day night. Chief of Police Eichhorn, 
however, had promised the editors of 
the newspaper that the invaders of the 
plant would be ejected by 6 o’clock this 
evening in order to make possible the 
publication of Friday’s issue by the 
regular staff.

Mexicans have been quiet and orderly of late. 
Why? Because even they knew that the United 
States had an army and could not be imposed upon. 

For the last year we have been strohg. Japan 
has not suggested an unpleasant idea to the United 

States. For the first time since the return of the 
civil war troops to their homes the United States 
has been self-reliant and secure. Are these lessons 
_lost upon the American people? Have we no intel- 

gence to pergelve what have been and are and 
will be the benefits of a system of military training 
which gives the nation security and the young men 
of the nation a sense of citizenship obligation, of | 
tmcreazed devotion to the nation; gives them the 
possession of sturdier bodies and enhanced health? 

The issue is raised now for a determination which 
may be lasting. If Mr. Baker, acting for the 
administration, gets back his small professiona! 
army, if he gets the legislation needed to provide 
this army, and if the American people return to 

their fallacios—and adopt some new illusions—the 
‘fight for stability, security, and sanity in nat!lonal 
affairs has been lost for several generations, if not 
forever. 

If we cannot profit from experience now, when 
shall we ever hope to profit from it? Could any 
lessons have been taught with greater precision, 
with more significance, with larger effect? Have 
we not seen our helplessness in the face of danger? 
Have we not before us the whole reeord of frantic 
effort to put ourselves in the posture of self. 
defense? ‘ 

In another time—and this must occur to any 
sensible American—we may not have the efficient 

* French army organization between us und our 
enemies—capable not only ef holding back the ene 
my while we prepare but of instructing and equip- 
ping our own men. We may not have the British 
navy. holding the seas and keeping the enemy from 
our coasts while we prepare. é 

A reguler army such as the United States has 
maintained and such as Mr. Baker wants to re- 
establish will not and cannot guard the United 
States properly.

In the first place, I do not know 
whether Aiken’s poetry is clasaical or 
romantic, humanistic, naturalistic, or 
whether it may be clarsified under any 
of the “isms” and “ics” with which 
heavy German pedantry has addled 
criticism in that curious country, and 
which it has succeeded very deplorably 
in palming off upon a somewhat gulli- 
ble world. I know only that it gives 
my senses as complete a measure of 
satisfaction as good poetry can do, that 
it is the nearest approach in poetry to 
the pure art of music that I know of 
since Verlaine and Poe, and that it yet 
maintains an intellectual balance and 
is subject to as acute a scrutiny as the 
counterpoint of Brahms or the mass of 
Goya. 
“Which means that this red-headed, 
freckle-faced, virile young Bostonian 
has, plus an immeasufable sense of 
tone values and a gift for verbal har- 
mony, an intellect untainted by any of 
obscure rubbish of sentimentalists 
and Greenwich village poetasters about 
“inspiration” and “ untrammeiled self- 
expression” and “ unhindered irradia- 
tions of the ego.”

Every arm of local government 


which has to do with law enforcement 
is shortly to be called upon to codper- 
ate with the police in meeting what 
prosecuting and police authorities be- 
; lieve is the most threatening crime sit- 
uation the city has ever faced. 
The ending of the war has resulted, 
the police contend, in the dumping 
of thousands of paroled and pardoned 
convicts and professional criminals 
into big cities and superficial surveys 
‘indicate *hat Chicago is becoming the 
chief center for this elément. Within 
the last two weeks more than 400 men 
, of this type have arrived in the city 
from munition centers where govern- 
ment war work is now stopped. The 
crest of the objectionable wave is not 
expected by the police for sixty days.

"What I have in mind,” said Ald.

I think a lot of the opposition to box- 
ing has been swept away since the 
war, and now I believe we can get the

JOLIET SENATOR

_AND HORSE RACES 


Senator Richard J. Barr of Joliet is 
Republican leader in the state senate. 
- He will support any properly drawn 
measure to legalize boxing in Illinois. 
Senator Barr's views are like those of 
other senators who have come out 
with statements in favor of the passage 
of a boxing bill. 

“I am in favor of a properly drawn 
measure to legalize boxing in the state 
of Illinois,” he said. “ For years I have 
‘been an enthusiastic follower of the 
ring men and have boxed myself. I 
keep in trim by use of the padded 
gloves for two hours a day, and I see 
no harm in the game. 

“There are, however, numerous 
fighters in the state and county who 
box for the sake of a few paltry dollars, 
and not for reputation. I do not be- 
lieve in this, as practically all of the 
fights are faked when they are fought 
in this manner. 

“ A new movement is on foot to bring 
the bill up in the next session. I am 
for the sport provided the matches 
are for the sake of reputation and not 
money. This war has proven that our 
“men had to be drilled in boxing so as 
to become used to bayonet fighting, 
It took months and months to drill 
these men, whereas those men could 
have been in fine fettle provided the 
sport was played with hands up than 
with the palms down.” 

Senator Barr also is in favor of horse 
racing. In the war it also took months 
for men to train horses for cavalry and 
artillery regiments, with the result that 
hardly one regiment was formed. If 
this sport was legalized there would be 
plenty of horses ready on instant call 
should the nation be ‘on be called to fight.

BILLION NEEDED 
FOR GUARANTEE 
ON WHEAT PRICE 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—[Special.] 
—Members of the house agriculture com- 


sent them by the secretary of agricul- 
ture and food administration on the 
wheat situation in 1919 are convinced 
that the government must provide a fund 
of not less than a billion dollars to buy 


The government, under the promise 
authorized by the prsident, must pay 
$2.26 a bushel for all wheat grown in 
1919. Because of the surplus wheat in 
Australia and Argentina at present 
wheat is now being delivered to 
the European market for $1.35 a bushel, 
American wheat is not sought by Eng- 
land at present, and the result is that 
there is a surplus supply of the 1918 
and 1917 crops of nearly 400,000,000 bush- 
els.
